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FOREWORD 


Although  the  1960  Census  of  Population  recorded  an  increase 
of  approximately  28  million  in  our  total  population  during  the 
1950-60  decade,  it  also  showed  that  in  about  half  of  the  more  than 
3,000  counties  in  the  United  States  there  were  population  losses. 
Outmigration  was  the  pervasive  force  in  the  population  decline  of 
the  losing  counties.  The  number  of  counties  that  have  lost  popula- 
tion because  of  an  excess  of  deaths  over  births  is  still  very  small, 
and  where  that  has  occurred  it  is  traceable  to  a long  record  of 
outmigration  which  has  removed  much  of  the  population  in  the 
reproductive  age  group.  Inmigration  was  an  important,  and,  in 
many  cases,  the  major  component  of  change  in  about  two-fifths  of 
the  counties  which  gained  population.  In  the  remaining  gaining 
counties  net  migration  losses  were  more  than  offset  by  natural 
increase. 

Who  are  the  people  that  have  left  one  political,  geographic, 
or  economic  area--a  county,  metropolitan  area.  State,  or  region- - 
and  gone  to  another?  In  what  numbers  and  proportions  did  specific 
age  groups,  by  sex,  and  by  color,  participate  in  the  in-  or  outmi- 
gration which  occurred  differentially  in  various  parts  of  the  Nation 
in  the  decade  of  the  fifties?  What  does  the  experience  of  that  period 
portend  for  the  pattern  of  population  redistribution  currently  under 
way  in  the  decade  of  the  sixties? 

Questions  such  as  these  are  vital  to  the  understanding  of 
many  economic  and  social  problems  and  to  the  planning  and  im- 
plementation of  area,  regional  development  and  redevelopment 
programs.  But  the  answers  to  such  questions  could  not  be  ob- 
tained without  the  detailed  work  embodied  in  the  six-part  publi- 
cation of  this  Volume  and  the  companion  volumes  of  this  coopera- 
tive effort  by  the  Economic  Research  Service,  the  Oklahoma 
State  University,  and  the  Area  Redevelopment  Administration.

Introduction 


This  Volume  presents  net  migration  estimates 
by  age  and  sex,  and  by  color  where  appropriate,  for 
States,  counties.  State  Economic  Areas,  Standard 
Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas,  and  Standard  Con- 
solidated Areas. 

These  data  supplement  the  intercensal  es- 
timates of  total  net  migration  for  the  1950-60 
decade,  for  all  counties  of  the  United  States  pub- 
lished by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  in  1962.  1/ 

This  is  the  first  time  that  intercensal  net 
migration  estimates  for  age-sex-color  groups  have 
been  prepared  for  all  counties  in  the  United  States. 
Lee  and  others  2/  published  such  net  migration 
estimates,  by  Stales,  for  the  decades  1870-1950, 
and  Bogue  3/  published  estimates  for  the  1940-50 
decade  for- Standard  Metropolitan  Areas.  Others 
have  prepared  estimates  by  age  and  sex,  and 
sometimes  by  color,  for  counties  within  States 
or  groups  of  States. 

To  obtain  a fuller  picture  of  the  population 
shifts  in  the  decade,  it  would  be  desirable  to  have 
information  on  the  gross  in-and-out  movements  of 
population  which  underlie  the  net  migration  es- 
timates for  counties.  In  the  absence  of  such  data, 
net  migration  estimates  provide  a broad  picture 
of  population  redistribution  which  occurred  in  the 
1950-60  decade.  Net  migration  estimates  are  also 
useful  for  gauging  the  extent  of  population  movement 
which  may  occur  in  the  future  and  in  making  popu- 
lation projections  for  small  areas. 

Note  on  Interpretation  of  the  Net 
Migration  Estimates 

The  net  migration  estimates  represent  the 
balance  between  the  numbers  of  persons  migrating 
into  and  out  of  a specified  area.  They  show  the  net 
gain  or  loss  of  population  due  to  internal  migration, 
and  reflect  also  net  movement  of  civilian  and 
military  population  between  the  United  States  proper 
and  other  areas,  including  Puerto  Rico,  outlying 
areas  of  U.  S.  sovereignty  or  jurisdiction,  and 
foreign  countries.  Net  immigration  into  the  United 
States  totaled  about  2.6  million  persons  in  the 
1950-60  decade.  Thus,  there  is  a national  difference 
between  the  sum  of  migration  for  areas  with  net 
inmigration  and  the  sum  of  migration  for  areas  with 
net  outmigration  of  approximately  this  magnitude. 
During  the  decade,  outmigration  counties  had  a 
net  loss  of  11.3  million  persons  while  inmigration 
counties  had  a net  gain  of  about  13.9  million  persons 
through  migration. 

Brief  Note  on  Methodology 


Briefly,  the  method  used  to  obtain  the  in- 
formation is  as  follows: 

Computation  of  net  migration  estimates  for 
whites  and  nonwhites  for  each  county. - -White  and 


nonwhite  population  figures  for  each  county,  from 
the  1950  and  1960  Censuses  of  Population  4/,  and 
published  and  unpublished  county  data  on- births 
and  deaths,  by  color,  for  the  decade,  from  the 
National  Vital  Statistics  Division  5/,  were  used  in 
developing  first- stage  net  migration  estimates  for 
whites  and  nonwhites.  These  estimates  were  resid- 
uals obtained  for  each  county  by  subtracting  natural 
increase  (births  minus  deaths)  from  the  total  change 
between  1950  and  1960  in  resident  population  in 
each  color  group. 

The  first-stage  county  estimates  for  whites 
and  nonwhites  of  each  State  were  then  adjusted  tc 
two  sets  of  independent  estimates  of  net  migration- ■ 
(a)  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  estimates  of  tota 
migration  for  the  counties  1/  and  (b)  the  Bureau  o 
the  Census  estimates  of  total  net  migration,  b? 
color,  for  the  State.  6/

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Definitions  of  Areas 


by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  7/  were  utilized  in 
the  computation  of  estimates  of  net  migration  for 
age-sex-color  groups.  Using  the  forward  census- 
survival  ratios  method  developed  by  C.  Horace 
Hamilton  8/,  estimates  were  made  of  the  survivors 
to  1960  for  each  age- sex-color  group  of  the  1950 
population  and  of  the  persons  born  during  the  decade. 
Net  migration  estimates  for  age-sex-color  groups 
for  counties  were  residuals  obtained  by  subtracting 
estimated  survivors  from  appropriate  groups  in  the 
1960  resident  population. 

The  county  estimates  for  age-sex-color  groups 
were  then  adjusted  to  the  independent  estimates  of  net 
migration,  by  color,  referred  to  above. 

Estimates  for  other  areas. --Estimates  for 
other  areas  were  developed  by  summation  of  appro- 
priate county  net  migration  estimates. 

Rates  of  net  migration. --The  net  migration 
rates  for  age -sex-color  groups,  and  for  the  totals 
of  areas,  are  estimates  expressed  as  a percentage 
of  the  1960  survivors  (after  inclusion  of  adjustments 
made  in  the  net  migration  estimates)  of  the  1950 
population  and  births  during  the  1950-60  decade. 

Detail  of  Net  Migration  Data 


In  Volume  I,  net  migration  estimates  and 
rates  are  included  for  age- sex  groups  for  every 
State,  county.  State  Economic  Area,  Standard  Metro- 
politan Statistical  Area,  and  Standard  Consolidated 
Area  9/  regardless  of  the  size  of  the  population  in 
1950.  “Similar  data  are  included  for  the  white  and 
nonwhite  populations  for  all  States  and  for  all  other 
areas  that  had  at  least  5,000  nonwhites  in  1950. 
In  a very  few  instances,  data  are  included  for  whites, 
although  the  1950  white  population  was  less  than 
5,000.  Areas  for  which  estimates  and  rates  by  age 
and  sex  only  are  given  appear  in  separate  tables 
from  those  showing  data  by  color. 

The  130  counties  and  independent  cities  of 
Virginia  existing  in  1960  were  combined  into  96 
subdivisions  of  the  State  to  obtain  comparable 
geographic  areas  throughout  the  1950-60  period; 
the  entire  State  of  Hawaii  was  treated  as  one  area 
due  to  the  absence  of  1950  age-sex-color  data  for 
counties;  and  the  24  election  districts  of  Alaska 
were  combined  into  three  areas  corresponding  to 
the  State  Economic  Areas  of  Bogue  and  Beale.  10/ 

Data  are  included  for  16  age  groups  in  terms 
of  age  in  1960  (5 -year  age  intervals,  from  0-4 
through  70-74,  and  75  and  over),  and  for  the  total 
population.  In  instances  where  the  base  population 
of  an  age  group  is  small,  net  migration  estimates 
and  rates  do  not  have  a high  degree  of  reliability. 
Caution  should  be  used  in  regard  to  small  estimates 
and  small  differences  between  estimates. 

In  the  tables,  the  numbers  of  net  migrants 
sometimes  appear  where  rates  are  not  shown. 
These  are  situations  in  which  the  rates  are  less 
than  one-tenth  of  1 percent. 

A minus  sign  preceding  or  following  the  es- 
timates denotes  outmigration. 


Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas 
(SMSA’s)  consist  of  a single  county  or  a group 
of  contiguous  counties  which  contain  a central  city 
of  50,000  or  more  inhabitants,  or  two  or  more 
contiguous  cities  with  a combined  population  of  at 
least  50,000,  the  smaller  of  which  had  at  least 
15,000  population,  and  adjacent  counties  which  are 
essentially  metropolitan  in  character  and  economi- 
cally and  socially  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
Standard  Consolidated  Areas  (SCA’s)  consist  of 
several  contiguous  SMSA’s  and  additional  counties 
which  are  closely  integrated.  State  Economic  Areas 
(SEA’s)  are  relatively  homogeneous  subdivisions  of 
States  consisting  of  a single  county  or  group  of 
counties  which  have  similar  economic  and  social 
characteristics. 

Codes  Following  County  Names 


In  tables  2 and  2a,  the  first  two  items  in  the 
parentheses  below  the  name  of  each  county  (or 
county  equivalent)  refer  to  the  State  Economic  Area 
and  the  Subregion,  respectively,  in  which  the  county 
is  included.  The  third  item  is  a code  indicating  the 
eligibility  status  of  the  county  as  of  February 
1963  for  Federal  assistance  under  the  Area  Re- 
development Act.  11/  (Code  l--5a  areas- -large 
labor  market  areas-  in  which  nontemporary  un- 
employment was  at  least  6 percent.  Code  2- -5b 
areas--predominantly  rural  counties  of  low  total 
or  farm  income,  small  labor  market  areas  char- 
acterized by  substantial  unemployment,  and  certain 
counties  with  Indian  reservations.  Code  0--non- 
eligible  counties.)

State  Economic  Areas  (SEA’s)  and  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  (SMSA’s) . 
Data  for  an  area  appear  only  once  in  the  tables.  Thus,  data  for  single -county 
SEA's  and  SMSA’s  appear  only  in  the  county  tables,  and  data  for  multiple -coun- 
ty SMSA’s  that  consist  of  a single  SEA  appear  only  in  the  SEA  tables.  If  a 
SMSA  is  located  in  two  or  more  States,  the  table  for  that  area  is  included  in 
the  State  in  which  the  only  central  city,  or  the  largest  central  city,  is  lo- 
cated. Each  SMSA  which  had  a total  population  of  100,000  or  more  in  i960  and 
a central  city  of  50>000  or  more  is  classified  as  a separate  metropolitan  SEA. 
Metropolitan  SEA’s  are  identified  by  alphabetic  codes;  nonmetropolitan  SEA's 
are  identified  by  numeric  codes.
